Remarks 

Claims 1 lo 38 are pending. Claims 39 to 64 are canceled. Claim 1 is currently amended. 

Claim I is amended for clarification of the subject matter referred to by the word 
"thereof \ It is submitted that the amendment does not narmw the scope of the claim. Support 
for the amendment to claim 1 may be found, for example, in previously presented claim 1 and in 
the specification on page 9, lines 17-21. 

& 102 Rejections 

Claims 1-38 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Coggio et 
aL (US 6,080,487) for the reasons set forth in paragraphs 6-7 of the Office Action dated 12-2- 
2004 and in view or the following. 

The Patent Office asserts that as discussed in the earlier office action Tor § 102 rejection 
over Coggio et ah, the Coggio et aL reference has disclosed a method of dehydrofluori nation of a 
fluoropolymcr film surface by surface treatment of the fluornpolymer film with solutions of 
various "basic compounds" with the presence of a "phase transfer catalyst". 

The Patent Office further asserts that since the basic compound useful as modifying agent 
can specifically be either carbonate or hydroxide from potassium or sodium, such basic 
compound is actually an anionic conjugate acid in term of ucid-conjugale base relationship. For 
instance, potassium carbonate is an anionic conjugate of this carbonic acid. The Patent Office 
argues that such a basic solution is therefore reading om the claimed modifying composition 
comprising a solvent as liquid vehicle, a phase, transfer catalyst, and at least one of a sulfide, or 
polysulfidc sail or anionic conjugate acid thereof. The Patent Office asserts that only one being 
selected from (A) sulfide, (B) polysulfide salt and (C) anionic conjugate acid is required 
accordi ng to the limitation. The Patent Office further asserts that Coggio el aL has disclosed the 
claimed structure for fiuoropolymer having a backbone comprising subuntts having the structure 
of -CH 2 CFX-. It is also noted that heating temperature is around 40-100 *C for complete 
dehydrofluorination. The Patent Office then argues that therefore Coggio ct al. anticipates the 
limitations of Claim 1. 
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In response, Applicants submit that the clarifying amendment to claim 1 overcomes the 
rejection. Claims 2 - 38 each add additional features to patentable claim 1 , and are likewise 
patentable. 

Hence, the rejection ofclaims 1-38 under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Coggio 
et al. has been overcome and should be withdrawn. 

In view of the ahove, it is submitted that the application is in condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration of the application is requested.
